Jan, 22. Two earlier versions of the 
housing plan, submitted last May 
and then in September, have been 
found unacceptable by the state 
Dept. of Housing and Community 
Development. 

The Plan submitted Sept， 24 
Was iejected because of discrep- 
ancies 训 the city's projections of 
low-income households and lack 
of documehtation of public par- 
ticipation in the Planning Process， 
and because the plan did “not 
demonstrate that the city is 
Imaking a “good faith，diligent 
eftort” to address affordqability 
need and.:.dqoes not prescribe 
prIograms to preserve affordabil-

Improvement Resources Center， 
charged that the revised housing 
plan still does not address the need 
for affordable housing at all, and 
questioned the facts and figures 
city officials used to substantiate 
Planning and development deci- 
Sions to date. 

“The city has few programs to 
Piovide decent housing for our 
low-income families and seniors， 
and even these few programs show 
embarassingly poor perfor- 
mance,， she Said 

INIENTIONS 

Others involved in Chinatown 
housing issues agreed that the 
plans objectives and policies are 
laudqable, but questioned the city's 


intentions and abjlities to- carry 
them out. 

“ 卫 veryone's for plans to 
preserve and stimulate housing， 
but whats important is to see how 
they're implemented,”said Victor 
Seeto，a member of the com- 
munity  ， development com- 
mittee of the Chinese American 
Democratic Club (CADC).“The 
plan pretty much summarizes and 
Tepeats every housing Program， 
solution，and cliche that's been 
tossed around in the past five years 
but that wehaven't seen happen.” 

“Ithink we look at( the plan) as 
a Superficial collection of strate- 
gies that don't reallv meet the 
needs of developing low- and 
middle-income housing,” added 
Michael Chan, chair of the CADC

CONFUSION 

The Chinatown branch，which 
normally Processes at least 150 
claims each month，experienced a 
20% _ decrease in the _ number of 
people filing last month. Despite 
Imajor exterior remodeling，the 
SOcial security office at 560 Kearny 


St， is open as usual，and Chew 
-hopes to clear up misunderstand- 


ings that may have resulted from 
President Reagan's contro- 
versial proposed reforms of the 
Social security system . 

Reagan last year Proposed that 
the retirement age 一 at which 
time social security beneifts can 
begin 一 beraised from 62 to 68 in 
order to strengthen the finan- 
cial status of the program， That 
BDIroposal was withdrawn after 让 
Was protested by workers across 
the country (including 70 senior 
citizens from- Self-Help for the 
Eldelry，who attended a Civic 
Center demonstration) and met 
nearly unanimous opposition p 
Congress， 

Currently,workers who retire at 
65 receive full social security 
benefits， which are based on 
average annual earnings，How- 
ever, they may choose to retire as 
early as 62，in_ which case they 
would receive 80% of their_full 
Payments. Dependent spouses， 
children and parents aie eligible 
for payments upon the worker's 
death. 

Another source of confusion， 
Chew pointed out，may.be a bi 
which，among other things，elim- 


inated the minimum social 
Security benefit，which guaran- 
teed eligible workers pay- 
ments of at least $122 per month. 
The elimination of the minimum 
benefit，which was expected to 
affect three million people， was of 
particular concern to recent immi- 
grants in Chinatown，who have 
not Worked for many years and 
who earned low wages, However， 
due to_ political pressure，Reagan 
in late December signed a bill 
whbich partially restored the mini- 
mum benefit for those who had 
Previously been receiving 让 . 
SSI 

A _ second component of the 
federal social security system is 
Medicare， which is _ available to 
Social security recipients who are 
at least 65 or who are disabled 
regardless ”of age Medicare， 
which includes hospital and 
medical insurance coverage， is 
separate from state-operated 
Medi-Cal. 

Chew stressed the distinction 
between social security payments 
and supplemental security income 
(SSI), “Social security is based on 
how much you pay the govern- 
ment，but SSI is based on need 
and tbhe money comes from 
general tax Tevenues,” he 
explained. SSI is availabjle to those 
over 65 and to those who are 
expected to be unable to work for 
at least 12 months due to physical 
cr mental disability andwho have 
exhausted ， all .other “possible 
Sources of income, including social 
security and pensions. 

“Not being able to find a job is 
not considered  a disability,” 
Chew emphasized，noting that 
the social security staff often get 
complaints that workers can't find 
jobs because they are too old. 
Chew said that while they sym:- 
Pathize，the Social Security Ad- 
ministration is jimited by its 
authority and manpower in how

_Trafficking in Stolen 
College Examinations 


The San Francisco police investigators last week 
charged three persons from Taiwan for allegedly 
trafficking in stolen college exams, Two students Were 
caught stealing copies of a test at Golden Gate 
University，and later police found boxes of exam 
materials at the home of a third suspect. 

The lack of opportunity for higher education ip 
most regions in Southeast Asia turned many students 
to apply to American colleges. Buit unlike students 
from Hong Kong，Malaysia and Singapore，where 
English is taught as one of the primary languages， 
students from Taiwan have to rely on remedial classes 


iD English before they can pass a special English test， 


gain entrance into a college and obtain a student visa. 

As a result，tutorial schools have mushroomed in 
Taiwan and they compete in student enrollmnent.， 
Many such schools routinely duplicate American 
college tests for their students to study, and some even 
translate them into _ Chinese and offer bilingual 
Verisions for sale iD the open market. Since 了 aiwan 
does not Subscribe to the international copyright 
code, there is little the American publishers can do, 
But since the testing materials have been available to 
the students in Taiwan for so many years，the 
-crack-down ”of the testing material trafficking ring 
last week must seem like a joke in Taiwan， 

A Spokesperson of “Merica _ Tutorial School 
Taipei, which was named by San Francisco police as 
apossible recipient of the stolen materials, denied the 
charges, He said the school merely publishes old tests 
and claimed that the important English language 
test, the JOEEL:is administered the same day every 
year Worldwide. Because of time-zone differences, he 
Said,，the test in Taipei is held earlier than in the 
United States， Ihe spokesperson，however，did not 
mention other tests. 

Nevertheless, we feel that teaching students simPply 
to pass certain tests is educationally undesirable and 
irresponsible. 下 these exams were indeed stolen, asthe 
police charged, then these tutorial schools (and not 
just the few runners in the United States) w 计 have to 
answer for the ethical and criminal charges.

WASHINGTON 一 Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig last Friday 
admitted that US-China relations 
are _ currently enmeshed in “ex- 
tremely sensitive discussions” 
about US arms sales to Taipei, and 
confirmed that the problems faced 
are “serious.” 

“It would be counterproductive 
to go into details，because things 
are at a delicate stage， but 
speaking candidljy，some difficult 
issues _ are involved. We are 
making a .major effort to bridge 
these differences. 工 will be just as 
frank when Itell youIam notin a 
Position to predict the outcome;” 
Haig told the Ne 7orK Ti7azes. 

Haig noted the achievements 
attained after the Shanghai Com- 
munique was issued 10 years ago， 
and stated a determination to 
Preserve these gains.“I think our 
first Principle is to recognize we 
highly value good relations with 
China,”he said. 

In another arena of US-China 
relations，a US trade official last 
Saturday ”announced that the 
Reagan Administration was Teady 
to upgrade exports approved for 
China, including some items that 
could possibly be put to military 
Use. Assistant Secretary of Com- 
merce for Trade Administration， 
Lawrence J. Brady,，speaking at a 
American jlight industry trade 
show in Beijing，announced that 
the US would raise more than 
twice the previous ceiling on data 
Processing for computers, taking 让 
up to 68 bits. 

Beijing's desire in raising the 
ceiling on export controls“indicate 


that the Chinese want higher 
technology from the United 
States，and 计 we're Prepared to

Wong met with brigade leaders， 
for the rural _brigade， Wong 
noted.“The villages there could 
be beanutiful subdivisions 一 but 
they need energy. Right now, they 
have a beautiful setting 一 lakes， 
mountains， forests 一 but _ there 
are nO conveniences,， he pointed 
Out . 

Wong hopes that more-efficient 
solar energy heaters can be intro- 
duced into the airea，but he 
admitted that the locally- 
produced solar water heaters still 
have a way to go. 

Bio-gas projeets，which convert 
human waste into methane gas， 
are widelyused throughout China 


to provide gas for cooking, heating 


water，and fueling lights. In the ， 


Sunmei system，however，while 
operating well during the first few 
years, lastyear experienced a drop 
in efficiency，due to flooding and 
pioblems in the intake/outflow 
System., Brigade leaders now hope 
to send an observer to a unit four 
counties away，where the bio-gas 
system'- has been more Successful， 
Wong said. 

Each small ， village .in，the 
brigade has one bio-gas unit，and 
while those in some areas have 
automatic intake，these Tequire 
that the waste be brought in 


potable water to this kitchen in Sunmei.

SAN JOSE 一 “Everybody has 
his or her own weakness or handi-

victim, Daisy Tom ， 

Tom is one of two million 
epilepsy sufferers in the . US， 
Approximately 100,000 ， are 
aitlicted with the disease each 
year. 了 pilepsy， taken from a 
Greek word meaning seizures, is a 
symptom of a disorder in the 
brain，Seizures occur when the 
nerve cells (neurons) in the brain 
build up too many electrical 
charges，Convulsions or fainting 
spells will follow, 

FEVER 

There have been times when the 
Hong Kong-born Chinese college 
student would ask,， “How come 
me Whats wrong with me?”Like 
the time when she suffered a 
seizure reading in the San Jose 
State University study room，or 
the time she fell from the steps of a 
1 us, or the time she had an attack 

hile singing a solo in the church 
由 oir. 

Most cases of epilepsy are notas 
severe as hers. Many people suffer 
from Petit-7nal seizures (minor 
attacks)，which last for a few 
seconds， and the victims  wi 计 
usually blink +their eyes or jerk 
their arms, Grama 7Q1 seizures are 
recognizable when a person begins 
to have  ， violent ”convulsions， 
Although the sufferer may look 

jlike he is in pain，he feels nothing 
because he is unconscious， 

According to the 下 pilepsy So- 
ciety of Santa Clara Valley， 
epilepsy can occur after a disease 
that may inflame the tissues of the 
brain，.but the exact cause 这 not 
yet known. 


Tom contracted the epilepsy 
after being cured from a high 
fever called encephalitis when she 
was a teenager. During her 
freshman year in high school，she 


was confined to a hospital bed for 


two months， 
DILANTIN 

Once an A student，her high 
School years were scarred with 
frustration ， and - anger as she 
witnessed her grades plummeting 
to the C level， And she was 
studying harder than before. 

“It took me a long time to 
understand something,”she said. 
“Math lectures took even longer to 
understand.I tried :to 乓 ght to 
catch up to the rest of the class:” 

At first，she had convulsions so 
bad that “my parents had to 
stick a spoon in my mouth so I 
wouldnt bite my tongue.” With 
daily pill medication (dilantin) her 
seizures have been controlled. 

Drugs such as dilantin and 30 
other types，work on the neurons 
to keep the_ electrical impulses 
from spreading. People who have 
epilepsy and take advantage of 
good medical care have a 50 匈 
chance of being free of seizures， 
according to .neurologists. 
Another 30 to 35 色 are able to 
have them under control， 

Seconds before a seizure，Tom 
said，I hear voices changing. One 
voice will replace another，The 
whole environment is different, I 
dont feel a part of 让 .” The 
Epilepsy Society refers to _ this 
strange wWarning. as “the aura.”
